The Legislature. 

Both branches of the State Legislature 
have adopted a joint resolution bringing 
the present session toa close on the 16th 
inst.

A Three-Legged Colt. 

No little fustration was raised in town yester- 
day by the report that a three-legged colt had 
been foaled the previous night at Jenkins’ stable 
on the corner of Green and Fifth streets.

Death of Mr. George R. Bellican, one 
ot the Oldest Attaches of the Louise 
ville Journal. 


The friends of Mr. George R. Bellican, late 
preasman ofthe Louisville Journal, were deeply 
| grieved to hear of his death, which occured ata 


| quarter to ten o’clock yesterday morning, at his | 


residence on Sixth street, between Green and 
| Walnut. 
| for about eighteen months, but did not yield to 
| its cureless effects until within the past three 

months, during which time he was confined to 
| his house. The last three weeks 
to keep his bed, and sank rapidly until 
yesterday morning.
